U* As indicated in the sketch on page 2, the west quay has a large 1-story masonry 
shed of old construction , with stm^ TTnft.q o n both, sides. On the quay there 
are two gantry cranes of capacity, running on 25X1 

tracks and equipped with driver* s eabln and unjointed slewing arm extensible to 
about 10 meters. 

As indicated in the sketch on page 2, the north quay (still on the east side of 
the port) ;has three buildings. The eastern one, a new c6nstruction, is three 
stories highj the middle one, of old construction, is one story highj and the 
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western one serves as Customs headquarters* The quay is eqioipped with a spur 
rail line, and has three beak- type tripod cranes running on tracks, about three 
tons capacity each. In the vicinity of the west corner of this miay, anothe r 
cran e of the same type and capacity is imder construction*

Between 15 and 20 July 1953^ 1 two Soviet steamships, one of about 

2,000 tons and one of about 3 #000 tcais, at the east quay, hext to the old shed# 
They were of old type and obviousl;^ had no radar* The first ship unloaded shfeet 
metal, girders, pipes, rods, etc* The sheet metal was of the type suitable for 
ship construction; thecrods were for building construction, with the angular ones 
having sides of three to five centimeters; and the pipes had a diameter of about 
30 centimeters, with various lengths and dimensions* This ship also unloaded 
metal cylindrical axles about two meters long, with diameters varying between ID 
and 20 centimeters* The second ship loaded minerals*
